When you look at a large collection of CD's, records, tapes, 8- 
Tracks, etc what letter consistently pops up at the beginning of the 
band’s name? R? T? N? Nope! It's S! And that is the Amazin’ 
Mystery this month. Why are there so many bands that begin with 
an S? | 

First, | will give you a run down of some of these fine bands in 
order of importance: . 


1. Sugar Bob Mould (or God, whatever you please!) and his 
second successful attempt at the power trio format. Great mix 
of power pop keeping a punk edge. 


2. Seaweed - Kings of blended punk, pop with a touch of metal to 
get you hopping in unison. And they like masturbation! 

3. Seam - Sometimes drony ethereal rawk, sometimes straight 
forward indie pop. 

4. Superchunk - Riding high atop the indie rawk hierarchy. Angsty 
pop songs from Mac. and Co. 

5. Screeching Weasel - Melodic punk rock with a good cynical 
sense of humor. May they Rest In Peace. 

6. Small - Not quite as high on the same ladder as Superchunk. 
Same scene, similar sound. 

7. Sloan - Canada's finest (Hardly! -ed) Can go from pop punk to 
60's pop in one album flat. 

8. Sunny Day Real Estate - A nicer, less political Fugazi. Very 
talented in all respects. 

9. Sebadoh - Lo-fi pop songs about girls, drugs and life in general. 

10.Spinanes - Portland duo playing beautiful pop ditties for your 
dancing pleasure. 


Honorable mention: Smugglers, Shudder To Think, Stereolab, 
Stand GT, Sparkmarker, Shifties, Stupes, Smog, Sloppy Seconds, 
Sonic Youth, Supersuckers, Superconductor, Silver Jews, Strung 
Out, Scrawl, Spacemen 3, SNFU and 7 Seconds. 


But the S-rock phenomena has a down side two: Stone Temple 
Pilots, Samiam, Slayer, Sepultura; Sacred Reich, Skid Row, Salt n’ 
Pepa, and MoiSt. 

The reasons that bands use S for their name are many. First, 
and most obvious, is that there are so many words, especially 
adjectives, beginning with S. The second reason | found by doing a 
quick survey of what people like about the letter S. Some people 
like the shape.

ell, first of all let me say that | didn’t 
WV cue the band prior to their 
show at Harpo's, Feb. 16, and all | can 
really tell you about them is the stuff in 
their press release. Like, for instance, that 
they broke up 1992 and got back together 
at the end of last year. Or that their 
second album, Gump, debuted at number 
one on the Canadian music charts, the 


week Nirvana's Nevermind debuted at . 


number two. Or that Robert Plant is 
supposedly a big SOF fan. Or | can tell 
you things not mentioned in the press 
release—that Lee Aaron's recent touring 
band was none other than SOF less the 
singer. But who really gives a fuck. 

| did, however, catch the show with 
Econoline Crush and Grim Skunk which 
was the kick off to their Canadian tour to 
promote their third album, Tex, a release 
of older and previously unreleased 
material. What | saw was their attempt to 
create a mood of spareness. and 
minimalism. | remember past Sons of 
Freedom shows | had seen, which were a 
maddening, pounding smoke-filled, strobe 
light, in-your-face, loud rock and roll 
experience. | like those kind of shows. 
Some music just suits the rock star cliché's 
and SOF is one of those bands. The 
sparseness—a single bare light bulb 
swinging above the bass player, Don 
Binns—just didn't work. | felt like | was 
watching the band practice in their 
basement rehearsal spot, The Bunker. | 
missed the lights and the smoke of the 
Sons of Freedom | remember. 

In truth, SOF are one of those bands 
that are a little bit too rock and roll. And 
you find yourself apologizing a bit for 


succumbing to your deep rooted rock 
shlock urges. Alternative/punk morality, 
maybe. Occasionally, though, they 
transcend it by virtue of sheer volume and 
driving monotony and the experience 
becomes ethereal. So I'm torn between 
calling them aging semi-rock stars or 
genius's of the industrial strength 


_ sensibility. 


It is probably the first of those two. | 
say this because | find their first album the 
best, which is what all asshole reviewers 
seem to say. “Their first album was great 
until they sold out..." | don't know if they 
sold out or were always trying to be 
commercial. | guess it doesn't really 
matter. They are what they are. 

And also | have a certain affinity for 
them | can't shake, mostly because Don 
Short is a really good drummer. (I have 
this thing about drummers.) When | was a 
boy learning to play drums, |-practiced 
along to “The Criminal" (Sons of 
Freedom, self-titled 1988) trying to hit the 
those damn drums harder and harder. 


Short is the king of bashers. He brutalizes 


them. You feel like you are watching an 
execution; it's really great. 

After playing so many shows over so 
many years, the thrill will wear off. The 
crowd will become dull and you can only 
play your old “hits” so many times before 
it gets a little stale. After playing to big 
crowds at big events, our little home town 
of Victoria will be more of a practice show 
than anything else. That's the impression | 
got from the show. The band seemed 
bored, and the show reflected that by 
being boring. However, they still manage 
some how to be cool. | don't know. I'm a 
sucker, | guess. &

O: January 19th of this year, Vancouver all-grrrl 
rockers, cub, came out of their safe lair at mighty 
Mint Records and ventured over to the wilds of Victoria to 
begin a mini “CD release” tour for their new release Come 


out, Come Out, which started at Harpo's. This tour, which © 


marked the first live performance for the band in three 
months, was a warm-up of sorts before they unleashed 
themselves on the rest of Canada and the U.S. with their 
extensive North American tour schedule. After their 
impressive show at Harpo's, which included the first 
performance of the new material from Come Out, Come 
Out, | had a chance to chew the fat with Lisa Marr, Robynn 
Iwata, and Lisa G. and found out there is more to the band 
than their cuddle-core image and “cute” lyrics. 


‘- Off: So, this is your fist public performance in three 
“months, do you feel you've got all the bugs worked out 
for when you do finally go out on tour? 
Robynn: We never have the bugs worked out (/aughs). 
Every night is kind of a new adventure for us, so... 
Lisa M: One night it’s a cockroach, another night it’s a 
flying ant, caterpillar, spider...several kinds...but | thought 
this was a very good show. It was nice‘to play together 
again on stage. | miss it, | like playing a lot. 


Off: Let’s get on to the new CD. What should listeners or 
people planning on buying the CD expect from this one as 
opposed to Betti-Cola? 

LM: Well, the early returns say the production is much 
better than Betti-Cola, which | agree with. You can actually 
hear all the instruments, which is nice to be able to hear 
some drumming and what not...Robynn plays drums on 
one song, that's a new thing. Lisa G. plays guitar. Lisa G. 
wrote one of the songs, “Por Favor” on the album, that's 
something we're doing more of: sharing the writing. 
There's sort of more rockin’ feel, although what we tend to 
do is record stuff as soon as we learn it, so now some of 
the stuff on the CD is slower than what we play live. 

R: {| just think it’s like, overall, we're all a lot stronger this 
time around. | mean, the last one was a collection of our 
earliest seven inches, if you could call it earliest, our first 
seven inch was recorded three months after we got 
together, and that was on the CD. 

LM: It spanned almost a year and a half. 

R: Yeah, so if you compare that first song to now you can 
listen to all of them and see how we've progressed. 

LM: | think the songs are getting better musically and 
lyrically. They're getting a, bit more three-dimensional. | 
think people may be surprised by some of the nastier 
sentiments expressed in these songs and the heavy guitar 
sounds. 


OFF: So you're not consciously trying to shake your cute 
image? 

_LM: Certainly not, no. | mean, | don’t think we've ever 
been that cute. | keep talking about this ‘cause | think it’s 
important for people to realise how much the media has to 
do with the way any band or any performer is portrayed, 
and what you think about them has a lot to do with what 
you read, not necessarily what you know, because | think 
when people meet us or come to a live show they'll get a 
pretty different impression than by reading some article 
that called us cute and cuddly and innocent and naive. 
We're none of those things...except on really good days 
(laughs). So, you know, we're not caricatures. 


OFF: Well, | guess what sort of surprises everyone is the 
fact that in your live performances, you try to be really 
close with the audience, and it sort of shocks people. | 
guess, people aren't used to it. 

LM: Yeah, it’s always been an important aspect. 


Off: That's what I've always liked when I've come to all 
your shows, you've really treated the audience quite well. 
LM: Well, so you should, why pay money and then have 
someone go “fuck you” or whatever? | think as a 
performer you still owe it to the audience. | don't care what 
happened to you that day, it’s still up to you to put on a 
good show, and care about the people that are coming to 
your shows. | have no contempt for anybody that would 
like our band, that's an honor, not an insult. | don’t care if 
you're a farm girl, or a city dweller or whatever. 

R: We've all been on the other side. We all, we still do, go 


‘to shows and stuff, and it's really nice to be able to have 


some kind of interaction, instead of just watching 
something, like you're watching TV. 

LM: And there's nothing more disappointing than meeting 
someone that you adore because their music says 
something to you, and then they're an asshole, which | 
think has probably happened to anyone that's been a fan. 


Off: That Puck Rock thing that you guys did on Wrong 
records Vohnny Hanson Presents...Puck Rock vol. 1), how 
did you get together with Joe Keithley on that? (They did 

a song together called “Pencil Neck Geek”) 

R: | think he just thought it would be a wacky idea. 

LM: Yeah, we were doing some shows with D.O.A. in 
California and just before we did he said “Well, why don't 
we get together and do this song?” The weird thing about 
that song is that we recorded it, and he's actually a real 
Slave driver as far as he made us do the back up vocals over 
and over and over and so we're going like “Joey, we're 
leaving on tour tomorrow, we have to go" at two in the 
morning. But, it was quite a punk song, and then 
something mysterious happened to it on the way to the 
pressing plant, and it got really slow, and it was...a lot of 
mysterious things happened to us and that was one of 
them. 


Off: What sort of stuff are you listening to right now? 

LG: Oh goodness gracious, what are we listening to? 
Daytona is a band from Vancouver that I've been listening 
to a lot. 

LM: Good old Mary Lou Lord. . 

LG: Liz Phair | was rockin’ out to...| like her a lot. 

LM: Liz Phair, yes, | noticed she's been on a lot of people’s 
“worst of” lists lately... 

LG: Yeah, | think that’s crazy. 

LM: The old Liz Phair backlash. 

LG: | think she’s quite good. 

LM: The Inbreds, we're very excited about their new CD, a 
band from Kingston that we're going to be touring with. 
LG: Do we need to mention Sebadoh here, | mean, are 
they not genius? 

LM: Bakesale! 

LG: Yup! 

L.M: We're going to be touring with them. 


Off: Anything else you'd like to mention before we end 
this off? 

LM: I'll just tell you about upcoming stuff, even though it's 
not in this town...At the end of February, the album comes 
out on vinyl, and of course the tour starts March 2 at the 
Pit Pub at UBC, a free show as well.

_Lorrina wrote, arranged and performed 
the songs on this release, and I'm still 
trying to figure out the separate 
influences. It's kind of a psychedelic, folky- 
new age blues thing, very soulful with 
trippy reggae beats underneath Lorrina’'s 
verbal socio-political barbs. I'm sure this 
sounds very incoherent, but it was a very 
tasty treat to listen to. And Lorrina DOES 
sound like a strange hybrid of Sinead 
O'Connor and the entire string section of 
the UVIC orchestra, with some Enya 
thrown in like paprika on top of deviled 
eggs. YUM. 

My favorite song is “Bus” and it is 
going on my mixed tape of haunting 
songs because it is well, haunting.

Veruca Salt - 
American Thighs 
Minty Fresh/Geffen 


Vo. Salt hails from Chicago and 
sounds a little bit like Juliana Hatfield 
Three meets the Breeders. In fact, when | 
first heard the lead-off single “Seether” 
around mid-September, before the band 
was snapped up by the big Geffen/MCA 
machine, | thought that the song was a 
project between the two bands. When | 


found that the song was off the new CD 


called American Thighs (a title taken from 
AC/DC's “You Shook Me All Night 
Long”), | decided | had to hear it ASAP. 
Now | have a chance to review it, and | 
have to say that I'm not as impressed as | 
thought | would be. The majority of 
American Thighs is occupied by what | 
term as “slow-rockers”, represented by 
such tunes as “Get Back", and 
“Spiderman ‘79". These songs would be 
best compared to a typically understated 
song by _ fellow-windy-city-rockers 
Smashing Pumpkins, a group that, no 
doubt, has had great influence over 
Veruca Salt. However, when these slow- 


rockers are combined with the haunting 
rock-ballads “Fly", “25", and “Sleeping

display vocalist/songwriters Nina Gordon 
and Louise Post's beautifully angelic voices 
and harmonies — to take up almost two- 
thirds of the 50-plus-minute CD, it seems 
to give American Thighs a rather tentative 
feel to it. This tentativeness saps the 
overall energy created by the kick-ass 
tunes “Seether” and “Victrola”. Gordon 
and Post show off their best punkette 
sneers when they crank out these two 
tunes. Almost every song on American 
Thighs is earmarked by biting guitar riffs, 
pleasing vocals and harmonies from 
Gordon, Post, and drummer Jim Shapiro, 
and driving drum arrangements also 
courtesy of Shapiro (unfortunately, bassist 
Steve Lack's presence is, uh, lacking). 
However, the group's inability to maintain 
range on this debut release seems to be so 
distracting that the good qualities on 
American Thighs is lost. Overall, Veruca 
Salt showed promise for their first time 
out, but came up a little short, and as a 
result, still seem to have a lot to learn.

As always, floods of seven inch records 
come our way each month, some good, 
some not so good. 

The Beauticians from Vancouver 
(Cheemo Records,#45-345 East Broadway, 
Vancouver, BC) win the prize this month 
for the most ear catching single of the of 
the lot. “New Age Song for a Cynical 
Generation” starts off with a rollicking 
freight train rythm that soon becomes a 
loopy country-flavoured pop confection. 
Clever, literate word-play and a generous 
sense of humour make for an irresistable 
three minutes of fun. On the flipside 
“Body Awake" must be the most laid-back 
party song ever. As clever and funny as 
they are, the trick for the Beauticians will 
_be to avoid the novelty act tag. 

Montreal's Bite put out one of the most 

. interesting and fun singles | came across 
last year. Canker was a noisy energetic 
burst of enthusiasm dressed in humour 
and good hooks. Their newsest release on 
derivative (PO Box 42031, Montreal, Que, 
H2W 2T3), Funbuns, doesn't really live up 
to the promise of the first single. The two 
tracks are downbeat, almost somber, and 
fail to take advantage of some of the most 
appealing qualities the band demonstrated 
on their last outing. Generally, it is a less 
exciting record. A single is really only 
snapshot of a band and this is by no 
means a bad record. It just didn't measure 
up to my (perhaps inflated) expectations. 

Her Tears’ 45 RPM is the first single 
from DC and NY's Popfactory (21 Noel Dr, 
Ossining, NY 10562 or1010 25th Street 
Apt. 706 Washington, DC 20037, USA). 
Right from the opening chords, “Ultra- 
Crush” wins your favour and you find 
yourself just hoping that you still think it’s 
good when its over. The song and the rest 
of the disc lives up delivering a sound not 
unlike the Wedding Present at their most 
appealing. Tight energetic playing by this 
Conneticut three-piece makes the most of 
some good material. If you can find this 
record it is worth blowing a few bucks to 
check it out. Two other releases from 
Popfactory offer more in the same vein. 
While not as strong as Her. Tears, 
Sunhead's Fish Hall and Razor 18's High 
Intensity Noise are solid, if workman-like, 
perfomances. Popfactory has another four 
7"s.and a CD comp scheduled for release 
soon. 


With a name like Spiderbait Jesus b/w 
Home, (Au-go-go, GPO Box 542d, 
Melbourne 3001, Victoria, Australia) | was 
expecting something noisy, aggresive, 
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discordant, maybe even ugly from this 
Aussie three-piece.

Vancouver's ten days late has one of 
the best names I've heard. Their lastest Go 
with the Flow (Klark Records Box 162 W.

If 
you've seen them live you'll know that 
they deliver the authenic punk rock ea 
It's a very Vancouver punk rock sound too.
